Following our instincts 
is frequently at odds with God’s law, and while one is 
free to act according to one’s animal nature or according 
to God’s law, tme freedom consists in submitting one’s 
will to God’s law. The person who submits his will to his 
animal instincts is really a slave to his passions and not 
nearly as free as the person who submits his will to God.

Honey Sesame Chicken 

3/4 lb. boneless-skinless 
chicken breast, cut into 1/2 
inch by 2 inch strips 

Marinade - 1/2 C. water, 
1/2 C. cooking wine, 2 t. 
olive oil. Nature's Blend to 
taste and sugar to taste 

Marinate the chicken 
- stir marinade ingredients 
together in a bowl, add 
chicken and toss gently to 
coat. Let stand 10 min. 

Batter - 3/4 c. flour, 1/4 
C. cornstarch, 1 heaping T. 
baking powder, 1 beaten egg 
white, 2/3 C. water, 2 T. oil 
and a dash of Nature's Blend. 

Mix together the flour, 
cornstarch and baking 
powder, then add the egg 
white, water & oil. Put 
mixture aside for 30 min. 
(Make the honey sauce while 


the batter is resting). 

Pour enough oil into 2 
qt. saucepan to come to a 
depth of 2 inches. Heat over 
medium high heat to 320 
deg. 

Place drained chicken 
pieces into the batter mixture 
and coat. Using tongs, drop 
into hot oil and fry until 
golden brown - about 2 min. 
Drain on paper towels. 

Honey Sauce - 3 T. 
honey, 1/4 C. sugar, 2 T. 
ketchup, 1 T. white vinegar 
and a pinch of salt. Makes 
about 1 cup. 

Onion Mashed Potatoes 

2 medium onions, 
roughly chopped into 1/2 
inch pieces 

2 T. olive oil 
2 lbs. red potatoes, cut 
into chunks 

2/3 C. milk, warmed 
2 T. butter 
Nature's Blend 
Preheat oven to 375, 
toss the chopped onions with 
olive oil and place in the 
oven for 15 min. until soft. 
Puree onion in a blender. 

Cover the potatoes with 
water in a medium saucepan 
and boil until tender when 
pierced with a fork. Strain 
off the water and add the 
onion puree. 

Mash with old-fashioned 
potato masher. Add milk, 
butter and Nature's Blend.

This is our 
first full article since June 22 
and it seems like such a long 
time ago! We thoroughly 
enjoyed our week’s vacation 
in Gulf Shores, Alabama, 
with our entire family and 
made memories to last our 
lifetime for which we will 
be forever grateful! While 
we didn’t talk with anyone 
about the recycling program 
in Gulf Shores, we do know 
that one exists because a 
couple of mornings we saw 
a Massey Ferguson tractor 
pulling a blue open trailer 
marked ‘Recycle’ with two 
men throwing bags into 
the trailer. Our oldest son 
captured a picture on his 
phone and sent it to our 
office computer. Recycling 
is an important component 
of the majority of cities and 
towns worldwide and we are 
proud of the contribution that 
Bracken Countians make to 
the preservation of our earth’s 
limited natural resources! 
For those of you who are 
thinking about starting a 
recycling project in your 
home or office, we encourage 
you to begin because there is 
no time like the present! For 
those of you who recycle on 
a limited basis, we encourage 
you to take the next step to a 
full-fledged, totally dedicated 
recycler! Anyone who needs 
information on the types of 
material acceptable at the 
Mason County Recycling 
Center, please give us a call 
for a flyer. This information 
can also be found in the 
June 1, 2017, edition of The 
Bracken County News on 
page 6. The Recycling Bin 
Instructions and Recycling 
Bins Schedules are printed 
bi-monthly in The News 
and will appear again in the 
August 3 paper. 

If you are considering 
jumping on the recycling 
band wagon, the three 
major items to begin with 
are aluminum cans, paper 
and cardboard. Aluminum 
has an endless life and can 
be recycled over and over; 


paper and cardboard can be 
recycled several times but 
the impact of recycling this 
material is huge! Consider 
some of these facts: pollution 
is reduced by 95% when 
recycled paper is made into 
new sheets; for every ton of 
paper recycled, we save 17 
trees, 275 pounds of sulfur, 
350 pounds of limestone, 
9,000 pounds of steam, 
60,000 gallons of water, 225 
kilowatt hours of electricity 
and 3.3 cubic yards of landfill 
space; 40% of all waste 
going into landfills is paper 
and finally approximately 1 
billion trees worth of paper are 
thrown away every year just 
in the U.S.! As you can see, 
the importance of recycling 
paper is great! Recycling 
overall has become less 
burdensome as we no longer 
have to separate items and 
our area participates in what 
is known as a ‘single-stream’ 
recycling system, meaning 
all items, except for shredded 
paper, can be placed in the 
same bag or container. 

Shifting gears from 
recycling to dumping, upon 
returning from our vacation, 
we were alerted to the 
dumping of roofing shingles 
on the Dwayne “Pie” Jett 
Hwy just about a mile down 
from Brooksville at a pull 
off on the right side of the 
road. If anyone has any 
information on the source 
of this dump, please give us 
a call. Apparently someone 
has gotten a new roof and 
rather than be responsible 
for the old roof, decided 
to make it a problem for 
someone else! The material 
was dumped either from a 
trailer or truck within the 
last two weeks and we are 
guessing under the cover 
of darkness! Hopefully, the 
owner will return to retrieve 
the mess! In the meantime, 
let’s all rededicate our efforts 
to RECYCLE, REUSE and 
REDUCE to keep God’s earth 
clean, green and beautiful! 
Be seein’ you - Bin & Bug.

(WFRP)? 

WFRP is a crop insur¬ 
ance plan that allows a farm¬ 
er or rancher to insure the 
revenue for their operation 
in its entirety. The program 
is available in all counties 
nationwide. You can utilize 
WFRP as your sole source of 
crop insurance or with other 
federal crop insurance poli¬ 
cies. 

The majority of crop in¬ 
surance in the United States 
covers just four crops: com, 
beans, wheat, and cotton. For 
producers of other commodi¬ 
ties — such as organic oats 
or pumpkins — insurance 
coverage has been limited.

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission 
Proposes New Fishing 
Regulations for 2018 

The Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission pro¬ 
posed several new fishing 
regulations at a special called 
meeting today. 

The commission recom¬ 
mends all hunting, fishing and 
boating regulations for approv¬ 
al by the General Assembly 
and approves all expenditures 
by the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Resourc¬ 
es. All recommendations must 
be approved by legislators be¬ 
fore they become law. 

If approved by legislators, 
fisheries regulations proposed 
at the meeting would take ef¬ 
fect March 1, 2018. 

In fisheries-related busi¬ 
ness, commissioners recom¬ 
mended reducing the statewide 
daily creel limit on crappie 
to 20 fish per angler per day. 
They also proposed modifying 
the statewide daily creel limit 
on brown trout to one fish per 
day with a 16-inch minimum 
size limit. Rainbow trout will 
be under an 8-fish daily creel 
limit. Anglers will be able to 
use dip nets to collect baitfish 
statewide. 

Commission members 
also proposed changing the 
way anglers tag jugs, limb 
lines or trot lines. Instead of 
using their name and address, 
anglers using these fishing 
methods can use the “Custom¬ 
er Identification Number” pro¬ 
vided on their fishing licenses 
to tag their jugs, limb lines or 
trot lines. 

In addition, the commis¬ 
sion recommended increas¬ 
ing the crappie minimum size 
limit to 10 inches on Taylors¬ 
ville Lake. They also proposed 
placing blue catfish in Barren 
River Lake under a 15-fish 
daily creel limit; only one fish 
may be longer than 15 inches. 

They also proposed re¬ 


moving the 15-inch minimum 
size limit on largemouth bass 
on Beaver Lake in Anderson 
County and placing Benjy 
Kinman Lake in Henry Coun¬ 
ty under statewide regulations 
for crappie, bluegill and sun- 
fish. 

On Beech Fork Reservoir, 
also known as Staunton Res¬ 
ervoir, in Powell County, the 
commission recommended 
instituting a 15-inch minimum 
size limit on largemouth bass 
and a 15-fish daily creel limit 
on bluegill. 

Another proposal recom¬ 
mended placing special regu¬ 
lations on Willisburg Park 
Pond in Washington County: 
a 4-fish daily creel limit on 
channel catfish with no mini¬ 
mum size limit; a 15-fish daily 
creel limit on sunfish with no 
minimum size limit; and a 1- 
fish daily creel limit, 15-inch 
minimum size limit on large¬ 
mouth bass. 

Recommendations also 
included restricting the use of 
live shad for bait on all Fish¬ 
ing in Neighborhoods (FINs) 
lakes. All restrictions on using 
shad for bait refer to live shad, 
not dead or packaged shad, 
used for bait. 

In wildlife-related busi¬ 
ness, the commission recom¬ 
mended the implementation 
of a three-tiered classification 
system for wildlife manage¬ 
ment areas (WMAs). The sys¬ 
tem would allow the public to 
better understand whether an 
area is actively or passively 
managed, and the staffing lev¬ 
els for each area. 

Finally, commission¬ 
ers proposed implementation 
of regulations restricting the 
movement and rehabilitation 
of rabies-vector species the 
U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture surveillance area in east¬ 
ern Kentucky. 

The next Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife Commission 
meeting is currently scheduled 
for 8:30 a.m. (Eastern time), 
Friday, Sept. 8, 2017. Meet¬ 
ings are held at Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife headquarters, 1 
Sportsman’s Lane off U.S. 60 
in Frankfort.

Best Kayaks for 
Flat Water Fishing 

A car, truck or sport util¬ 
ity vehicle with a couple of 
kayaks on the roof with fish¬ 
ing poles visible through the 
back window is an increas¬ 
ingly common sight on Ken¬ 
tucky highways. 

Sales data shows kayak 
fishing and related kayak ac¬ 
cessories increasing in popu¬ 
larity. Some of this popular¬ 
ity has to do with many baby 
boomers reaching retirement 
age and wanting a new hob- 
by. 

Price is another aspect 
of the rise in popularity of 
kayak fishing. They are a re¬ 
placement for a fishing boat 
for many people scared off 
by the rising cost of power 
boats. 

While many associate 
kayaks with flowing water, a 
huge number buy a kayak to 
fish small lakes, the backwa¬ 
ters of reservoirs, rivers and 
large farm ponds. 

‘Tf you want to fish 
mainly flatwater, the longer, 
the better for a kayak,” said 
Nathan Depenbrock, co¬ 
owner of Canoe Kentucky, 
an outfitter along the banks 
of famed Elkhom Creek 
near Frankfort. “Length in a 
kayak gives you speed and 
tracking. By speed, we don’t 
mean miles per hour. Speed 
in a kayak is how far you go 
without paddling. It is also 
called the glide.” 

Length is relative to 
kayaks. Two feet of length 
makes a big difference in 
how the boat performs. “The 
ideal length for Kentucky is 
12 to 13 feet,” explained De- 
pendbrock, who has paddled 
waters from the Rio Grande 
River in Texas north to the 
Great Lakes. “A major con¬ 
sideration is to buy a boat you 
can get to the water. Make 
sure it fits in the bed of your 
truck or on top of your vehi¬ 
cle. A kayak that is too heavy 
is no good because you won’t 
use it.” 

As kayaks go longer than 
14 feet, they also get nar¬ 
rower. “The long kayaks are 
designed for paddling long 
distances, not for stability,” 
Depenbrock said. “They can 
get squirrely at rest.” 

This is why, for fishing, 
the 12- to 13-foot long kayak 
makes the best choice. It is 
long enough for speed, but 
short enough for width and 
stability. 

“I really would not go 


less than 11 feet long,” De¬ 
penbrock said. “Being in a 
boat of 10 or 11 feet is a re¬ 
ally frustrating way to paddle 
on flatwater. They don’t per¬ 
form well at all.” 

He also prefers a sit-on- 
top or the relatively new hy¬ 
brid kayaks for flatwater pad¬ 
dling and fishing. “Stay away 
from the sit in kayaks,” De¬ 
penbrock explained. “They 
are not meant to fish out of” 

Depenbrock also said an¬ 
glers fishing lakes, rivers or 
reservoirs out of a kayak must 
keep in mind their low pro¬ 
file and short length makes a 
kayak hard to see. 

“We blend in so much 
in kayaks, especially on 
our big lakes,” Depenbrock 
said. “Kayaks can get down 
in between waves and not 
be seen. Color is important. 
Make sure you have a safety 
flag, a bright paddle or even 
one of those bright safety 
vests so other boaters can see 
you. Always wear something 
bright.” 

Practice getting back into 
your kayak from the water 
before launching. “On bigger 
lakes, it is really important,” 
Depenbrock said. “You have 
to be able to get back in the 
kayak if something happens 
and are far from the bank.” 

Depenbrock enjoys flat- 
water kayaking on several 
spots in Kentucky. “Grayson 
Lake is one of my best plac¬ 
es to paddle,” he said. “The 
scenery is unbelievable. A lot 
of the rock grottos and other 
really cool spots are only ac¬ 
cessible by kayak.” 

He also loves the Ken¬ 
tucky River. “Every pool in 


the Kentucky River has its 
own unique features,” De¬ 
penbrock said. “Everywhere 
on the Kentucky River is 
beautiful, but Pool 6 up¬ 
stream to Pool 10 is some of 
the most spectacular scenery 
in Kentucky. The area in Pool 
7 around Camp Nelson is un¬ 
believable. The Kentucky 
River has a ton of access for 
paddlers to use as well.” 

In fall, Depenbrock 
moves down river to Pool 
2. “There is good wildlife in 
Pool 2,” he said. “We see bald 
eagles, coyotes, white-tailed 
deer, wild turkeys, waterfowl 
and other kinds of birds.” 

Depenbrock is also ex¬ 
ploring the forks of the 
Kentucky River. “The forks 
of the Kentucky are really 
looking good, especially the 
North Fork of the Kentucky 
River,” he said. “They are re¬ 
ally improving. The cleanups 
are starting to show. I am go-

ing to enjoy exploring more 
of the forks in the coming 
years.” 

No matter which of these 
scenic spots Depenbrock is 
paddling, he always wears 
his PFD (personal floatation 
device), commonly called a 
lifejacket. “No matter what 
time of year, I never paddle 
without my PFD,” he said. 

Summer is a time of en¬ 
joying water sports. Keep 
these tips in mind if you plan 
to get a kayak to fish the 
many smaller state-owned 
lakes, reservoirs and rivers in 
Kentucky.

Use Caution Around Wild 
Animals to Avoid 
Potential Rabies Exposure 

Public Health Also Emphasizes Importance 
of Vaccinations for Dogs, Cats and Ferrets 


As part of the 52 Weeks 
of Public Health campaign, 
the Kentucky Department for 
Public Health (DPH), within 
the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services (CHFS), 
along with local health de¬ 
partments across the state, is 
reminding the public about 
the potential for rabies ex¬ 
posure from contact with in¬ 
fected wildlife. 

Wildlife rabies cases, 
primarily in bats, raccoons, 
skunks and foxes, have been 
identified in the U.S., and 
these result in human and 
animal exposures requiring 
thousands of human rabies 
post-exposure treatments and 
animal euthanasia or quaran¬ 
tines. 

“Rabies is relatively rare 
in the U.S., but a dangerous, 
and often life-threatening 
condition, if contracted,” said 
Kelly Giesbrecht, state veter¬ 
inarian with DPH. “We want 
to highlight the importance 
of rabies prevention and con¬ 
trol efforts in our communi¬ 
ties, while also reminding 
Kentuckians of the existing 
dangers of coming into con¬ 
tact with rabid wildlife. They 
should not be handled or 
treated as pets to avoid pos¬ 
sible rabies exposure.” 

Rabies, a viral disease 
of humans, pets and wild 
animals, is transmitted from 
animals to humans by the 
saliva of a rabid animal, usu¬ 
ally from a bite. State law 
requires that all dogs, cats 
and ferrets maintain a cur¬ 
rent rabies vaccination. In 
Kentucky, there have been 
no human rabies cases from 
exposure to a rabid dog since 
dog vaccination became re¬ 
quired by law in 1954. For 
more information about ra¬ 
bies, visit the DPH website 
at http ://www. chfs .ky. gov/ 
dph/epi/rabies.htm. 


“We want the public to 
understand that rabies is still 
a serious public health con¬ 
cern, and we need to do ev¬ 
erything we can to prevent 
it,” said Dr. Giesbrecht. “It is 
extremely important that we 
vaccinate all dogs, cats and 
ferrets in order to maintain 
this invisible barrier between 
rabid wildlife and humans.” 

Contact bites from bats 
are the most common source 
of rabies exposure to humans 
in the United States. To mini¬ 
mize the risk for contracting 
rabies, it is best never to han¬ 
dle any bat. To prevent bats 
from entering your home, 
carefully examine your home 
for holes that might allow 
bats to enter the residence. 
Any openings larger than a 
quarter-inch by a half-inch 
could allow for bat entry. 
These openings should be 
blocked either with stain¬ 
less steel wool or caulking in 
the fall or winter so you do 
not unintentionally trap bats 
within your home. Common 
ways for bats to enter homes 
include down the chimney, 
through openings around 
the chimney, through vents, 
through openings behind 
shutters, under doors, under 
siding, under eaves and un¬ 
der shingles. 

There is no known medi¬ 
cal cure for rabies once clini¬ 
cal symptoms are present. 
Symptoms include strange 
sensations at the site of the 
bite from a rabid animal, hal¬ 
lucinations and fear of water, 
all of which are quickly fol¬ 
lowed by death. 

It is estimated that more 
than 59,000 people around 
the world die from rabies 
each year. Worldwide, more 
people die from rabies than 
from polio, diphtheria and 
yellow fever combined.
